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Our Nickel Becomes a National Coin. 


That shiny, round bit of metal 
known as the Canadian nickel may 
not go very far these days as a pur- | 
chasing power, but it does travel far | 


before it clatters into till, or is count- 


ed among the silver in the pockets 
and purses of the country’s citizenry. 
There used to be a saying in our 


family, passed down from one genera- | 


tion to another, declaring the way to 
a fortune was to, “look after your 


nickels and your dimes will take care | 
of themselves.” And you must have | 
read or heard stories about the early | 
settlers who amassed(great fortunes | 
on this continent. Remember, “they | 
didn’t have one nickel to rub against , 
another”, it was claimed, before they |

Ontario Hydro will increase charges 
‘for electrical power to all municipali- | 
| ties in the province by about six per | 
cent starting January 1. 

The move was made public on
